The Form also contains a statement reminding the applk:ant of his responsibility to record the substance of the inten/iew. 

It is deslreabte that the examiner orally remind the appltoant of his obligatton to record the substance of the inton^iew In each case unless both appifeant and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to-c^cofd the su te^mc»o( m a interview, or when it is adequately recor dedj)n the 
Form or In an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check a box at the bottom of the Form informing the applteant thai he need not supplement the Form by 
submitting a separate record of the substance of the Inten^lew.
